£68,000 
grant to

OSWESTRY is to have its 
ageing CCTV system re¬ 
newed, thanks to a deal be¬ 
tween the town council and 
police. 

A grant of £68,000 has 
been given to Oswestry 
Town Council from Police 
and Crime Commissioner 
Bill Longmore. 

The funding, given via 
Shropshire Council, will be 
used to install modern cam¬ 
eras and a new system to 
beam pictures to the CCTV 
control room at Oswestry 
Police Station. 

Crime and anti-social 
behaviour plummeted in 
Oswestry when the original 
system went live in 2000. 

Mrs Heather Bickerton, 
who was Oswestry Town 
Mayor when the system was 
installed, said: “Crime was 
drastically reduced when 
the CCTV was introduced in 
the first place. I started to 
campaign for a system two 
or three years before it was 
installed as a member of the 
town’s Crime Prevention 
Panel. 

“Recently I have been 
concerned that the finances 
would not be available to re¬ 
place the cameras and I am 
absolutely delighted that 
the Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner grant has been 
made. 

“With West Mercia police 
cutting the number of offices 
in the force it is more impor¬ 
tant than ever for market 
towns such as Oswestry to 
have CCTV cameras to be 
the eyes and ears to prevent 
crime.”

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More road closures will 


mean misery for drivers 


By Sue Austin 

MOTORISTS are facing more problems with 
yet another road closure happening this 
week. 

The B4393 between Llansantffraid and Carregho- 
fa closed on Monday and is expected to remain shut 
for up to seven weeks. 

Water mains renewal in the area is the reason for the clo¬ 
sure. The latest news comes on the back of more announce¬ 
ments of road closures and 
temporary diversions for the 
area. 

Both the A5 at Nesscliffe 
and the A483 at Pant will 
have traffic lights and some 
night closures this month. 

Drivers will be sent on a 
26-mile diversion. 

The B4393 is a smaller 
road but still popular with 
drivers heading to the coast. 

Bus company, Tanat Val¬ 
ley Local Bus Services, said 
its 72 and 74 services would 
be affected. 

Nick Culliford, from the 
company, said: “Bus ser¬ 
vices from Llanfyllin and 
Llansantffraid to Oswestry 
and Shrewsbury will be 
diverted via Llynclys as 
was the case in 2013 when 
Llansantffraid Bridge was 
closed for major repairs. The 
service 74 to Shrewsbury 
will depart Llanfyllin and 
Llansantffraid five minutes 
earlier than normal and the 
72 service from Llanfyllin to 
Oswestry will operate nine 
minutes later than normal 
from Llanymynech into 
Oswestry.” 

The night closure of the 
A483 through Pant has been 
criticised by those living in 
the village. 

The Highways Agency is 
carrying out resurfacing 
work on the A5 Nesscliffe 
bypass and the replacement 
of lighting cables on the 
A483 at Pant. Work began 
last week on the £70,000 
scheme in Pant, with tempo¬ 
rary daytime traffic signals 
in place until May 21. 


Boost for 
rail group 
with deal 
signatures 

A LONG held ambition to 
reopen a heritage railway 
has taken a significant step 
forward, delighted volun¬ 
teers said this week. 

Cambrian Heritage Rail¬ 
ways officials have now 
completed leases with 
Shropshire Council for the 
8.5 mile line from Gobowen 
to Blodwell. 

They say the move gives 
them control of the railway 
land and will allow them to 
obtain the necessary trans¬ 
port orders to eventually 
start running trains along 
the line. 

Prior to the new agree¬ 
ment, the railway group and 
the council had entered into 
an exchanged “agreements 
for lease” to allow the rail 
enthusiasts to proceed with 
certain aspects of its project. 

Enthusiasts have been 
battling for years to reo¬ 
pen the line from Oswestry 
to the national network at 
Gobowen and to open a her¬ 
itage tourist railway from 
Oswestry to Llynclys and 
Blodwell, 


Matron’s statue unveiled at hospital

THE statue of an acclaimed Shrop¬ 
shire nurse was unveiled as the cen¬ 
trepiece of a celebration to mark the 
work of staff at the county’s orthopae¬ 
dic hospital. 

A morning of events was held at 
Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital to cele¬ 
brate 50 years of the Oswestry League 
of Nurses. 

The event, held on Saturday, in¬ 
cluded the unveiling of a statue of 
one-time matron of the hospital, Mary 
Powell OBE, who died in 2011 at the 
age of 98. 

Oswestry League of Nurses was 


formed to bring together nurses 
trained at the hospital. 

Its original membership was around 
100 former students, with the first an¬ 
nual reunion held on June 26, 1964. 

Membership was subsequently ex¬ 
tended to include nurses working at 
the hospital who had trained else¬ 
where. 

A service of celebration was held in 
the hospital’s main conference facil¬ 
ities where hymns and prayers took 
place. 

That was followed by the unveiling 
of the specially commissioned Mary 


Powell statue. 

Mary Powell was the matron and 
principal nursing officer from 1962 to 
1974. She trained at Oswestry from 
1936 and worked alongside one of 
the hospital’s founders, Dame Agnes 
Hunt. 

Specialist nurse Carolyn Evans said 
it was “such an important event”, cel¬ 
ebrating nurses who had worked at the 
hospital. 

The trust in Oswestry serves a 
local population in Shropshire, Wales, 
Cheshire and the West Midlands of 
about 1.8 million.

““ for the Mid Wales Con¬ 
nection project linking 
windfarms to the nation¬ 
al electricity network in 
north Shropshire would 
be successful. 

He said he will be writing 
to National Grid to tell them 
its shareholders are wasting 
money and they should give 
up the plans. 

Mr Davies said he had 
been moved to make the 
bold prediction for the first 
time following a series of 
private meetings he has 
held with interested parties 
in the past few days. 

But he stopped short of 
giving detailed reasons for 
his reinforced belief that the 
pylons would not be built. 

His stance has been 
backed by Jonathan Wilkin¬ 
son, chairman of Montgom¬ 
eryshire Against Pylons, 
who said the “political will” 
was turning against wind- 
farms. 

Mr Davies said: “For the 
first time during this fight 
I am going to say that I 
think we will win the battle. 
I have kept saying that we 
had a chance, but following 
some meetings I have held 
this week I am now confi¬ 
dent of victory. 

Mr Wilkinson, whose 
group is one of 21 organi¬ 
sations campaigning under 
The Alliance umbrella, said: 
“The political will is turning 
against onshore windfarms. 
I think it is encouraging 
news. The indications are 
looking better all the time.” 


Death of 
transport 
business 
pioneer 

AN Oswestry man, who 
helped found one of the big¬ 
gest privately owned haul¬ 
age companies in the UK, 
has died. 

Businessman Russell Cad- 
wallader, who died on May 
6, aged 82, launched G&R 
Cadwallader along with his 
brother Gordon in the late 
1950s and the company pi¬ 
oneered refrigerated trans¬ 
port across Europe. 

The business bought 
Swallow International and 
McPherson International 
Transport, making G&R 
Cadwallader one of the 
largest privately-owned 
transport companies in the 
country. 

On his retirement in 1996 
the company was replaced 
by a new firm, Cadwallader 
Limited, run by sons John 
and David, in Maesbury 
Road, Oswestry. Mr Cad¬ 
wallader is survived by his 
wife, Gwyneth, sons John 
and David, daughters-in-law 
and three grandsons. 

An inquest into Mr Cad¬ 
wallader’s death was opened 
in Shrewsbury yesterday 
(Wednesday) and adjourned.

A TWO-year-old boy who died after falling into a neighbour’s garden 
pond had an obsession with water, an inquest has been told. 

Harvey Lee Williams died after being found in the pond garden in Froncy- 
syllte, near Chirk, on December 9. 

He was airlifted to Wrexham Maelor Hospital but despite the best efforts of medical 
staff he died from the effects of drowning, the inquest in Ruthin was told on Thursday 
John Gittins, coroner for North Wales Central, read a series of statements during yes¬ 
terday’s inquest, which was attended by several members of Harvey’s family. He ruled 

- the boy s death was an accident. 

In a joint statement, Harvey’s mother 
Amy Dipper and her partner Daniel Leach 
said they were moving house from Froncy- 
syllte when the tragedy happened. 

The couple said they had been together 
for about seven months and, although 
Harvey had autism, he was like every lit¬ 
tle boy. 

Obsessed 

They said the youngster had an obses¬ 
sion with water and liked puddles. The 
inquest heard that on the morning of 
December 9 Harvey was playing outside 
the family home in Pleasant View with 
his four-year-old brother while the couple 
were packing up to move house. 

Mr Leach said at about 11.50am it was 
discovered Harvey had gone missing and 
after about 20 minutes he checked a neigh¬ 
bour’s garden about 150 yards away from 
the family home. He saw Harvey in the 
garden pond, face down. 

He said: “A post mortem examination 
was carried out at Liverpool’s Alder Hey 
Children’s Hospital. 

The cause of death was given as drown¬ 
ing. The coroner told Harvey’s family that 
he had concluded that the death was an 
accident.

Landlord 
fined for 
standard 
of home 

A LANDLORD has been 
fined by magistrates for not 
ensuring that a home he 
was letting out was safe and 
fit for purpose. 

Lloyd Spencer Wycherley, 
of Coppice Drive, Oswestry, 
was prosecuted at Wrexham 
Magistrates Court for fail¬ 
ure to comply with an im¬ 
provement notice made to 
ensure homes are safe and 
fit for purpose. 

Wycherley appeared at 
the court last Thursday 
when he was fined £350 and 
ordered to pay £200 costs 
plus a £35 victim surcharge. 

The property, at 3 Elm 
Cottages, Gatewen Road, 
New Broughton, Wrexham, 
which was owned and man¬ 
aged by Wycherley, was let 
to a family. But when it was 
inspected by the Wrexham 
County Borough Council’s 
private rented sector team, 
they found conditions were 
below the required stand¬ 
ards for habitation. 

County Councillor Mark 
Pritchard, lead member for 
housing said: “As an author¬ 
ity we have a duty to ensure 
that private sector landlords 
are complying with the law. 
We have a good working 
relationship with the vast 
majority of landlords, and 
we are always willing to 
help them if they have any 
issues. However, we will 
prosecute landlords who let 
sub-standard properties .”

Next week, one of the biggest 
elections in the world will be tak¬ 
ing place. Almost every reader 
of the Oswestry and Borders 
Chronicle will have the opportu¬ 
nity to vote. 

On May 22, elections to the 
European Parliament will take 
place across all 28 EU member 
states. Pollsters tell us that only 
a minority of us will vote, and 
that those of us who do will take 
little notice of the policies that 
the parties are putting forward. 

This lack of engagement with 
the electoral process is a serious 
challenge to democracy. The Eu¬ 
ropean Union, both through its 
Parliament and the Commission, 
has a significant influence on 
how we are governed. 

Inevitably, I would prefer every 
reader to vote for the Conserv¬ 
ative Party, but even more, I 
just want everyone to get out 
and vote. Many of us active¬ 
ly involved in our democratic 
process are searching for a re¬ 
sponse to voter disillusionment. 
What is to be done about it? 

Personally, I feel that one 
reason for the disconnect with 
elections to the EU Parliament is 
voters sense that they have been 
denied a vote on whether the UK 
should actually remain a member 
of the EU. 

There have been various 
promises in the past, which have 
been broken. The public must be 
given a say. Either we are enthu¬ 
siastic members of the European 
Union or we get out of it. 

This is why the commitment 
to hold an In-Out referendum as 
soon as we reasonably can is a 
key part of the Prime Minister’s 
promise to voters. 

We cannot move on this prom¬ 
ise today because our Lib Dem 
Coalition colleagues will not al¬ 
low it. We also need discussion 
with our European partners to 
establish how the EU is to be re¬ 
formed to meet the competitive 
challenge from growing econo¬ 
mies across the world. 

We want these discussions to 
begin next year, with the vote on 
our continued membership two 
years later. 

David Cameron’s view is that 
commitment to an EU In-Out 
referendum is so important that 
he has announced that if it is not 
delivered, he will not be Prime 
Minister. He wants the public to

A musical farewell as 


conductor Bob retires 


Music is Bob Wysome’s life 
- but last weekend was the 
conductor's swan song. 
ELLIE HOUSE reports 


HE’S been the inspiration for 
aspiring young musicians for 
more than a decade - but con¬ 
ductor Bob Wysome has put 
down his baton for the final 
time. 

Mr Wysome conducted Shropshire 
Youth Orchestra for the last time at 
a major concert during an emotional 
performance at Shrewsbury Abbey 
last Saturday night. 

He is stepping down from his role due 
to ill health as he suffers from Parkin¬ 
son’s Disease. But Mr Wysome, who has 
been involved with teaching music since 
the 1980s, has pledged to stay involved 
with the orchestra, saying music was “his 
life”. 

Dozens of people flooded in for the 
night of classical music, which included 
performances of BBC young musician of 
the year Adrian Spillet, who was awarded 
the title in 1998, and New College Cho¬ 
rale. 

Mr Wysome said: “Music is my life and 
I have suffered from ill health for the 
past 13 years. 

“I’ve managed to carry on but it’s get¬ 
ting a struggle now. 

“I’m still passionate about music, I 
can’t pin down what it is that I love about 
it so much though. 

“Perhaps it’s seeing youngsters really 
put their heart and soul into it, that’s 
very rewarding.” 

As well as his tireless work with youth 
orchestras, Mr Wysome has been in¬ 
volved with BBC documentary Music 
In Action and was previously director of 
music at New College, Telford.

Music on the night involved pieces 
from Romeo and Juliet, and Marimba 
Concerto. 

Despite suffering from the “debilitat¬ 
ing” and incurable disease for the past 
13 years, Mr Wysome has continued to 
inspire youngsters through his work 
with Shropshire Youth Orchestra. 

He has been involved with music for 
his entire life having studied it at Uni¬ 
versity College Cardiff, and he has ena¬ 
bled hundreds of youngsters to pursue 
their passion over the years. 

The side effects of his illness have be¬ 
come too much over recent months for 
Mr Wysome to conduct at big events. 

He said: “I sincerely hope that was 
not my last concert, but I think it may 
certainly have been my last major one. 

“I have suffered from Parkinson’s 
Disease for the past 13 years but have 
so far managed with medication. It is 


a debilitating illness but I have been 
spared the great tremors which many 
other sufferers experience. 

“It is has greatly effected my upper 
body though, and I have difficulty in 
walking. 

Decision 

“Stepping down from major con¬ 
certs was a difficult decision to make as 
music is my life.” 

Mr Wysome conducted Shropshire 
Youth Orchestra on many foreign tours, 
and also conducted firework displays at 
Attingham Park. 

He was director of music at New Col¬ 
lege in Telford, as well as the Shrop¬ 
shire Schools Opera Project. 

Mike Willmott, who sang on the 
night, believes the orchestra played in 
tribute to Mr Wysome and said he has 


been a “stalwart” of music throughout 
Shropshire. 

He said: “It was very much a trib¬ 
ute concert to Bob, he was a real stal¬ 
wart of music across the county and he 
dedicated so many years to Shropshire 
Youth Orchestra.” 

The orchestra is part of Shropshire 
Music Service, that works with children 
all over the county to help educate them 
in music. For Mr Wysome, the dedica¬ 
tion his students have put in has been 
reward enough. 

He said: “Music is my life, there is no 
other way of explaining it really. I’m 
passionate about is, as are many young¬ 
sters who really put their heart and soul 
into playing. 

“I hope I will continue to be involved 
and conduct concerts, just not major 
ones.”

Part-time contracts are important 


POLITICIANS have been debating 
the need to change terms and condi¬ 
tions for part time contracts. This is 
fine as long as any decisions are based 
on valid facts, but it appears that they 
may not be. 

This type of work is an important 
part of the Shropshire economy where 
full time work is hard to find. Too 
many decisions right now are being 
based on dubious statistics and this is 
probably another one. 

In fact, total potential production 
is less than it appears because an in¬ 
crease in numbers employed has been 


mainly in part timers who by defini¬ 
tion produce less. This is estimated 
to be an increase from 583,000 to be¬ 
tween 750,000 and 900,000. 

It follows that the potential for re¬ 
covery is less than anticipated, and so 
there is less need to increase interest 
rates as the economy appears to over¬ 
heat. 

This realisation of growth in the 
part time sector has led to all sorts of 
new ideas and theories that relate to 
worker welfare and the role of the part 
timer. It was recently noting the av¬ 
erage person on a zero hours contract 


earns £8.83 per hour. By contrast, it 
stated that the average permanent 
worker earns £13.39 per hour. 

Evidently a large number of part 
time workers have responded to a 
survey saying they feel they are “un¬ 
der-employed”. This has been taken to 
mean that they are not doing as much 
per work hour as they would like. I 
find it unlikely that anyone would 
answer such a question this way and 
feel that what was being said was that 
they would like to be employed for 
more hours.

Along with the recent rise 
in zero hour contracts which 
offer no guaranteed mini¬ 
mum hours or pay, the job 
market is looking increas¬ 
ingly unstable, threatening 
the financial security of 
working families.

A VILLAGE could lose its 
community hall, post of¬ 
fice and adjacent sports 
facilities unless new fund¬ 
ing streams can be found

Many of the allotment plot hold¬ 
ers told last night’s talks they did 
not want to have to move from 
their current site to an alterna¬ 
tive site a few hundred yards away 
to make way for proposed new 
homes. 

The parish hall committee’s sec¬ 
retary John Driskell told the meet¬ 
ing plans were being put together 
now to safeguard the future of the 
hall, the post office which runs in 
its foyer and sports facilities in-

eluding a bowling green, football 
pitch and tennis courts which are 
housed on land around the prop¬ 
erty. 

He said: “The whole complex re¬ 
ally runs on a wing and prayer as 
far as finance is concerned.

£50,000 to sort the roof out again. 

“We are looking at the finances 
over the next 10 to 15 years and at 
the moment there is a window of 
opportunity for planning applica¬ 
tions because there is no five-year 


village plan in place.” 

Mr Diskell said the lack of a 
village plan meant there was a 
chance that the plans to change 
the current allotment land into a 
housing site would be successful. 

He said if the allotments were 


moved to a new site the village hall 
committee would pay their fees for 
five years and for the preparation 
of the new site, a perimeter fence, 
a shed to serve the allotments- 
They agreed to meet next Tuesday 
at 7.30pm.

PUBS in Wales will norbe 
able to automatically stay 
open late during the World 
Cup. 

Bars and pubs across Eng¬ 
land will be allowed to open 
until lam each night during 
the football tournament 
in Brazil which runs from 
June 12 to July 13. 

But those across the bor¬ 
der will not have the same 
freedom, the British govern¬ 
ment has said. 

Instead they will each 
have to apply for a tempo¬ 
rary extension with licen¬ 
sees or breweries covering 
the costs themselves. 

The landlady of the Raven 
Inn in Welshpool today said 
the decision was a blow. 

Elaine Wright said: “We 
have many English tourists 
who visit in the summer. 
They and many of our lo¬ 
cals, will want to watch the 
England games.

Brains, the Welsh brewer 
and pub estate manager,

Talks to go ahead after 
concern on library plans 


COUNCIL chiefs are planning to expand and redesign a library’s 
community hub. 

A public consultation exercise has been launched on the revamp plans for 
Oswestry Library with Shropshire Council bosses saying the move will help 
improve the services the hub offers to residents. 

The move comes after an earlier consultation over the hub revealed serious concerns 
over the privacy of people who use the service. 

The hub opened in the library in September 2012, taking over as the town’s main con- 

' tact point for Shropshire Council services. 
Results of an initial consultation were re¬ 
vealed to town councillors in June last year 
with bosses admitting the privacy of users 
was something to be looked at. 

Shropshire Council bosses said today the 
new plans would enhance the service and 
layout of the community hub. 

They say the consultation, which contin¬ 
ues until May 30, was one of several consul¬ 
tations undertaken to ensure that services 
provided at the community hub meet the 
needs of local residents. 

Mike Owen, Shropshire Council’s cabinet 
member for resources, finance and support, 
said: “Shropshire Council wants to improve 
the range of services to local residents, and 
give people the convenience of accessing 
services in one place, rather than going to 
different locations, which is of particular 
benefit to vulnerable people. 

“We received many positive comments 
during the previous consultation; however, 
we need to ensure that local people and 
partners continue to share their thoughts 
on any proposed plans.” 

The council has been working with the 
Friends of Oswestry Library and Oswestry 
Town Council, and continues to involve all 
parties and people who use the services in 
any developments at the Oswestry commu¬ 
nity hub and library.

“It is such a shame for 
anyone who has been train¬ 
ing for it for months.” 

Welshpool Town Council 
said they too had been try¬ 
ing to reach the company 
but without luck, forcing 
the decision to declare it 
cancelled. 

The Welsh Fell Running 
Association is staging four 
runs on the Breidden Hills 
from June 18-21 which 
should help disappointed 
runners make up for the 
loss of the castle event.

Improvements vow for 
special measures school 


STAFF and governors at a Chirk school which has been put in spe¬ 
cial measures by inspectors are confident improvements will be 
made quickly, a public meeting has been told. 

The talks were held to discuss a report into standards at Ysgol y Waun in 
Chirk. 

The school was placed in special measures following criticism of standards of teaching 
and achievement by inspectors from Estyn, the Welsh equivalent of Ofsted. 

About 150 parents attended the meeting at the school to hear what was being done to 

' bring about improvements. 

Chairman of governors Ian Roberts said: 
“The meeting was called by the governors 
and the staff to explain to parents what 
being in special measures mean and to out¬ 
line what is being done to get the school out 
of special measures. 

“We also spoke about what help we are 
getting to achieve that and where we go 
from here. 

“Parents had the opportunity to ask ques¬ 
tions and raise concerns and questions were 
asked for about an hour. 

“I am hoping the parents left the meeting 
feeling more reassured that a lot of work is 
being done to get the school out of special 
measures as soon as possible. 

“I feel the talks were in fact relatively 
positive and people now know where the 
school is going. 

“A number of staff spoke at the meeting 
with passion and commitment about the fu¬ 
ture of the school. Hopefully the parents are 
reassured that everything is being done that 
can be done to bring about improvements. 

“We are trying everything possible to 
make this school and outstanding school in 
a very short time and we are committed to 
that.” 

The school was formed in 2012 following 
the amalgamation of the former infant and 
junior schools in Chirk. 


Hours to be 
cut at library 

THE opening hours of Chirk Library will 
be significantly reduced from this week be¬ 
cause of council cuts. 

Chirk Library in Chapel Lane is one of 
several in Wrexham County Borough to be 
affected by cuts, and from Monday is shut 
half an hour earlier on Mondays, Tuesdays, 
Thursdays and Fridays. It will also be closed 
on Wednesdays. 

The library opening hours cut comes less 
than two years after Chirk Library under¬ 
went a £120,000 refit. 

Councillor Terry Evans, one of Chirk’s 
borough councillors, said: “It is unfortunate 
to cut the hours at the libraries but at least 
Chirk is still staying open at the moment.” 

The cuts were announced earlier this year 
as part of cost cutting measures brought in 
by Wrexham County Borough, which will 
see the libraries in Gresford and Brymbo 
closed down, saving the council £92,000. 

All other libraries across the borough will 
have their opening hours cut by up to 26 per 
cent as the council attempts to cut £13.8m.

IS A DISCLAIMER SIGN ON A CHILDREN’S PLAYGROUND LAWFULLY BINDING? 

Q: I live on a private development that includes a children’s playground which is covered by public liability insurance and maintained by the Residents’ 
Association under a board of elected property owner directors. 

Some of the playground equipment on the site is worn and needs attention, but instead of instructing repairs the directors have put up a sign saying 
children must be supervised by an adult and anyone using the equipment does so at their own risk. Is such a sign lawful to the extent that no-one 
could sue if there was an accident due to poorly maintained equipment? 

A: A warning sign is not a guarantee that a landowner or occupier cannot be sued. By placing a sign at the entrance to the premises, e.g. “visitors 
enter at their own risk”, the occupier of the land may be able to stop entrants successfully suing in negligence for damage or injury caused by the 
unsafe nature of the premises. This would however not be the case if the occupier was a business inviting visitors onto their property. 

However, the occupier still has a duty to take reasonable steps to ensure that a visitor will be reasonably safe from injury and no warning sign can 
protect an occupier if a court deems that that duty has been breached. The key fact is whether or not a court would find the warning sign was sufficient 
to override the occupier’s duty of care and whether it was appropriate to the level of danger present. 

If an accident was caused by poorly maintained equipment then it is certainly open to the court to make a finding of negligence regardless of any 
warning sign and regardless of the nature (private or business) of the occupier. This is a complex area and independent legal advice should certainly 
be sought.

ABOUT 250 young people 
turned out to have their 
hearts checked at the 
first screening sessions 
held in memory of a young 
Shropshire athlete who 
died after collapsing dur¬ 
ing fitness training. 

Matthew Dewhirst, a pupil 
at Ellesmere College and keen 
sportsman, died from Young 
Sudden Cardiac Death in 
2012, aged just 17. 

Following the tragedy his par¬ 
ents, Sue and Chris Dewhirst, 
launched a fundraising and health 
awareness campaign, saying a 
simple preventative health check 
could have saved Matthew’s life. 

At the first set of screenings run 
this weekend at Ellesmere College 
two people were referred to see 
cardiologist who would not have 
known there would have been a 
problem before the screening. 

Mrs Dewhirst said: “The screen¬ 
ings went very well and we had 
about 250 young people come for¬ 
ward which was phenomenal. Two 
of those people have been referred, 
who obviously came here not real¬ 
ising they had a problem. 

“We don’t know the extent of 
what was wrong but now they 
know and have been made aware. 


They will be referred to a cardiol¬ 
ogist and potentially this has been 
life saving for them.” To date 
the fund has raised more than 
£30,000 and this money is being 
put towards a cardiac screening 
programme in Shropshire and 


Cheshire. The screening event at 
Ellesmere College was supported 
by Oswestry Lions. 

It is donated £3,500 to the cam¬ 
paign, which, Mrs Dewhirst said, 
would cover the cost of screening 
100 young people. 


“I think Matthew would prob¬ 
ably be very embarrassed about 
all the fuss we are making in his 
name,” she said. 

“But he was always a very fair 
and just person, and we know that 
he wouldn’t want others to suffer, 


because they didn’t know about 
Young Sudden Cardiac Death.”

New book tells 
of holocaust case 


| by lain St John 

A WOMAN has published a 
book telling of her work in 
locating and then caring for 
holocaust survivors who had 
been called to give evidence 
against an Auschwitz doctor 
in a high profile 1960s court 
case. 

June Bennett-Self from Gobow- 
en worked as part of the legal 
team defending author Leon Uris 
at the High Court in London in 
1964. 

The writer had been accused of li¬ 
belling Polish doctor Wladislaw Der¬ 
ing in his novel Exodus. 

Mr Uris had accused Dr Dering of 
performing unnecessary operations 
on Auschwitz inmates without anaes¬ 
thetic. 

Mrs Bennett-Self’s new book, en¬ 
titled The Fourth Angel, tells of her 
years of work in locating witnesses 
to give evidence in court and taking 
notes of what they said during the libel 
proceedings at the High Court. 

Witnesses came from all over the 
world and Mrs Bennett-Self, who was 
just 21 at the time, was then tasked 
with looking after them while they 
were in London. 

Mrs Bennett-Self, of Bryn y Castell 
Gardens, said: “My book is non-fiction 
and it is about the work and events 
in the UK and worldwide when I was 
engaged to work for a solicitor in the 
west of London who had been commis¬ 
sioned by the World Jewish Congress 
to represent Leon Uris, the American 
author of Exodus. 

Sued 

“Leon Uris was being sued for libel 
by a Polish doctor, Dr Wladislaw 
Dering, who was mentioned in Exo¬ 
dus as operating unnecessarily and 
without anaesthetics or dressings on 
young men and women in unforgiv¬ 
able circumstances when prisoners in 
Auschwitz concentration camp. 

“I spent three years of my life 24/7 
working for the legal defence.” 

Mrs Bennett-Self said she got in¬ 
volved in the famous court case by 
chance. 

She said: “I was only 21 and a lin¬ 
guist who could speak five languages. 

“I was living in Essex at the time 
and could not find a job anywhere and 
one day I got a message from solici¬ 
tor in London’s West End asking if I 
would be interested in a job. I went to 
see him and it turned out he had been 
asked by the World Jewish Congress to 
act in the defence of Leon Uris.” 

Part of her role was to travel to the 
Russian and Polish embassies in Lon¬ 
don to track down the names of pris-

oners who were treated by Dr Dering. 

She said: “What I found out had 
happened was something I have never 
forgotten. It was horrendous. I was so 
angry and the angrier I got, the harder 
I worked. 

“I had to search Auschwitz surgi¬ 
cal records and although it was hard 
work, the anger at what had happened 
carried me through. 


“I had to find tattoo numbers and 
look through surgical registers to find 
the victims.” 

The information found was passed 
on to Jewish and Israeli groups who 
then tracked down the victims and 
asked them to give evidence at the 
trial. 

Mrs Bennett-Self said: “They came 
from all over the world and they had 
the guts to tell the court what hap¬ 
pened. 

“While they were here I had to look 
after them and I became good friends 
with many of them. They had the guts 
to talk about things which they had 
spent decades trying to forget. 

“The minute they had given evi¬ 
dence they left the country and went 
home and I never saw any of them 
again but I have never forgotten 
them.” 

After a three-week court trial the 
jury awarded Dr Dering a halfpenny 
in damages. 

Mrs Bennett Self, who is now a 
mother and grandmother, said: “It 
was three week of legal battles for the 
truth, justice and closure for all those 
who had suffered and for those brave 
few I found and cared for here in Eng¬ 
land. 

“This story has been with me for 
50 years and it needs to be told. The 
world must know what the victims 
went through.”

Harvey tackles hill walk 
despite heart condition

WHEN Harvey Logsdail got to the top of Rodney’s Pillar on a family 
Bank Holiday walk, he could be excused for being a little more short 
of breath than most would be. 

For the 11-year-old has just half a heart, a condition known as hypoplastic left heart 
syndrome, the most serious form of congenital heart disease. 

Yet Harvey refuses to let his condition get in the way, with already a talent as a long 
distance swimmer, taking part in outdoor activity trips from school and enjoyipg the scary 

rides at theme parks. --- We are now seeing the first 

generation of children with 
half a heart reach young 
adulthood due to the pio¬ 
neering surgery of around 
20 years ago. 

“This is a very important 
time for parents and fam¬ 
ilies of children with only 
half a heart. “ 

Harvey says it can be 
frustrating having only half 
a heart, but he refuses to let 
it stop him having fun. 

“When we walked up 
Rodney’s Pillar it was really 
annoying that my friend and 
my brother, Connor could 
run on ahead and I could 
only walk, using walking 
poles to help me. But we got 
to the top. 

“I am not allowed to play 
competitive sport, like foot¬ 
ball, which is not fair. But I 
have done my 3,000 metre 
swim and I am going to Had¬ 
rian’s Wall with my school 
soon,” he said. 


His parents, Sam and 
Adrian Logsdail, from 
Llys Avenue, Oswestry, 
say medical advances have 
given their son the chance 
of life that he would never 
have had just 20 years ago. 

They hope Harvey’s story 
will give hope to those only 
just embarking on life with 
a child with the same con¬ 
dition. 

Children’s Heart Week, 
being celebrated this week, 
is also celebrating the 20th 
anniversary of the support 
group, Little Hearts Mat¬ 
ter. 

Mrs Logsdail said: “Little 
Hearts Matter’s motto was 
‘half a heart, not half a life’. 
Harvey certainly represents 
that motto.” 

His condition was diag¬ 
nosed, via a scan, before he 
was born and, by the time 
he was three, Harvey had 
already had three rounds

of open surgery and was fed 
by a tube much of his life. 

But his last major oper¬ 
ation, when he spent his 
seventh birthday in the Bir¬ 
mingham Children’s Hospi¬ 
tal was a turning point Mrs 
Logsdail said. 

“He started eating prop¬ 
erly and has just come on so 
well since then. The opera¬ 
tion should see him through 
until his late teens, as least.

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That time when wildlife 
seems to come knockin 


AT this time of the year the wild¬ 
life seems to come knocking, lit¬ 
erally. 

As the soil warms and the grass 
grows, various wildlife-watching pos¬ 
sibilities make themselves apparent. 

The only problem is that a lot of the go¬ 
ings on tend to occur at night. 

But with the aid of a torch, a whole new 
world of natural history becomes apparent 
during the hours of darkness. If you’ve ever 
been sat having that little nightcap before 
bed, and heard a knock and thud at the 
windows, you may not have been drinking 
as much as you feared. Fittingly for this 
month, maybugs are careering through 
the night air in search of mates and these 
tough, marble-sized beetles make quite a 
bang when they hit a window or door. 

They can be found during daylight hours 
too and seeing as it’s a good month for gar¬ 
dening, if you’ve ever forked up one of those 
large C-shaped grubs, chances are you were 
looking at a maybug in the making. Short 
of being knocked upon by beetles, you may 
also hear the gruntings and snortings of 
mating hedgehogs if you’re sensible enough 
to have a ‘wild patch’ to your garden and 
lucky enough to have hedgehogs in the 
vicinity. Perhaps even more exciting than 
hedgehogs in the back garden would be 
badgers. As I’ve already mentioned, April 
into May is the best time to see badgers, 
young and old - however they can be a curse 
for the aforementioned hedgehogs. Badgers 
are one of the few animals willing and able 
to consider hedgehogs a significant part of 
their diet. Several people have written to 
me expressing surprise at having found

‘hedgehog skins’ in their gardens, although 
none of them have needed me to identify 
the probable culprit. 

Incidentally it’s probably better to find a 
hedgehog that’s been skinned by a badger 
rather than a fox. A fox will kill and eat 
hedgehogs but will leave bits of flesh cling¬ 
ing to the underside of the prickly skin. 

It seems the nose and muzzle of a fox is a 
little too sensitive to pick off every last mor¬ 
sel from such a painful plate. A fair amount 
has been written about badgers ‘decimat¬ 
ing’ hedgehog numbers and it has been one 
of the points put across in favour of the cull. 

Sensitive 

To me that is simply ridiculous. Badger 
numbers and hedgehog numbers are poles 
apart from each other not because of an¬ 
ything to do with the natural balance be¬ 
tween the two species but because of our 
interfering with the habitats of both. What 
sort of species would do so much damage to 
both badgers and hedgehogs and then try 
to blame part of the problem on the natural 
history of both of them? The answer is ob¬ 
vious and it’s completely fanciful. 

I’ve tried to act on my own recommenda¬ 
tions and have been out with my torch in 
the garden. No sign of mammal nor bird, 
but I do have something rather exciting to 
report. I’ve just seen a dragon slip into my 
pond and I’m not being fanciful.

New research to 
help give voice 
to crime victims 

NEW research will show how crime victims around Dy- 
fed-Powys could benefit from a local justice service tailored 
specifically to the region’s needs. 

Police and Crime Commissioner Christopher Salmon is 
to fund the study into how more of those harmed by crime 
or conflict can be given a voice in the sentencing process. 

The service would be based on restorative justice, a sys¬ 
tem which brings together victims and offenders. 

Mr Salmon said: “I want the people of Powys to tell of¬ 
fenders about the impact of their actions, get answers and 
receive an apology. 

“Restorative justice means fairer local justice. 

“The victim regains control and takes a weight off their 
mind. 

“The offender comes face to face with the agony they’ve 
caused and will forever hear the words of their victim in 
their head. They have a more personal reason to stay out 
of trouble. 

“I want restorative justice to hold offenders to account 
and help them understand the effects of their misdemean¬ 
ours, take responsibility and make amends. 

“It will reduce reoffending, improve victim satisfaction 
and save money within the criminal justice system.” 

Restorative justice dates back thousands of years. Its 
techniques are increasingly being used by UK police forces, 
local authorities, probation officers, prisons and others to 
address harm, build understanding and strengthen commu¬ 
nities. Such approaches were introduced in Dyfed-Powys 
four years ago for young offender cases. 

Mr Salmon, along with other PCCs, has now been given 
Ministry of Justice funding to develop local restorative jus¬ 
tice for adults awaiting court sentence. 

To help inform his thinking he is commissioning the re¬ 
search. This will evaluate restorative justice provision in 
Dyfed-Powys, look at the needs of victims and explore the 
possibility of neighbourhood panels to manage the system 
locally. 

It will highlight existing examples of good practice from 
further afield, assessing how they would work in rural 
areas such as much of Dyfed-Powys. 

Closing date for restorative justice research tender sub¬ 
missions is May 13. 

It is expected that the research will be delivered by 
mid-September.

HE was an officer of the 
Great War, far from home 
and in captivity. 

But this was not a British 
soldier being held at a Ger¬ 
man camp. He was a German 
naval lieutenant behind the 
wire at Park Hall Camp, near 
Oswestry. And in his diary he 
had plenty to complain about. 
There were the conditions, for 
a start. The food, of course. 

And most of ah he and his col¬ 
leagues wanted to go home, be¬ 
cause they were still held in the 
camp long after the Armistice of 
November 1918. 

In fact, it was to be a full year 
after war’s end before the last of 
them got to go home. 

Diary 

The diarist was Friedrich 
Thomas and in his illustrated 
diary he detailed some of the hard¬ 
ships. 

Officers’ camp compound E5 
was next to the two other officers’ 
camps, E3 and E4, and the rat¬ 
ings camps El and E2, ah sepa¬ 
rated from each other by a double 
barbed wire fence with a path in 
between for the sentries. 

Week by week Friedrich lists the 
important events as they happen 


and talks about conditions in his 
prison: “Winter in England, every¬ 
where in the camp large pools of 
water or ankle deep mud.” 

By the end of 1918, however, 
because duckboards had been laid 
down movement between build¬ 
ings was somewhat better, though 
many places on the way to the 
package issuing hut, the library, 
the canteen or cookhouse had to 
be waded through. 

Food shortages in England 


meant rationing and this had to 
happen at the POW camps too. 

“One plate of soup and one plate 
of cabbage soup with somewhat 
tough horse meat spiced up if it 
was high. Then a little rice with 
currants as dessert” - that was 
the menu in winter (according to 
Friedrich). 

Repatriation of prisoners follow¬ 
ing the war’s end was definitely a 
slow process. 

It wasnt until a full year after 


the armestice, On November, 11, 
1919, the officers from camp E5 
were allowed to return to Ger¬ 
many. 

Here’s the final entry in Frie¬ 
drich Thomas’ diary: “After the 
many big luggage packs were 
handed in the last officers trans¬ 
port moved out of the Oswestry 
camp from 10th to 11th Novem¬ 
ber. Three days later we landed in 
Emden on German soil.”

It will see a major increase 
in the cash pot available, 
from £51 million across the 
EU this year to £165 million 
in 2020. 

The money will be used to 
promote selected products 
on the European market 
as well as further afield in 
fast-growing economies of 
China and South Korea. 

For years Shropshire Blue 
was something of an anom¬ 
aly because although it was 
named after the county, it 
was not made here - Shrop¬ 
shire Blue is actually a Scot¬ 
tish attempt to replicate 
Stilton. 

But its popularity in re¬ 
cent years has seen a num¬ 
ber of county producers 
making their own varieties. 

He said: “Shropshire Blue 
cheese is not currently reg¬ 
istered but it is a fabulous 
and distinctive cheese, es¬ 
pecially the artisan-made 
examples.”

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Renault hits back in style 


By Graham Breeze 

The new Megane Coupe is likely 
to play a major part in complet¬ 
ing the rescue of the ailing Re¬ 
nault brand. 

It’s not been a good time in Renault 
land of late but the GT Line Tom Tom 
1.5 dCi is a real example of the com¬ 
pany striking back with a flash of real 
style. 

So how do you tell it’s a GT Line model? 
At glance the sporting character of the Tom 
Tom versions is evident by the lower ride 
height - reduced by 12mm compared to 
standard models in the range. 

The GT Line Megane has sporty looks 
and the diesel engine on the test car 
helped provide competitive performance 
with fantastic economy. 

At the front there is a special bumper 
design with a reshaped central air intake. 



Foglamps are housed in striking, dark 
chrome recesses either side of the bumper 
and there are black headlamp masks. It’s 
different from behind too. The bumper has 
a lower section finished in the body colour, 
which incorporates an aerodynamic diffus¬ 
er. 

The lowered suspension gives the 
Coupe a firm ride though, and I expected a 
bit more feedback and response from the 
steering. 

If you are looking to compare specs 
against main rivals such as Vauxhall Astra 
GTC and Volkswagen Scirocco you’ll find 
the Megane a cheaper buy, but you might 
lose out when it comes to trading in. 

The Coupe benefits from ABS with EBD 
brake assist, ASR traction control, Blue¬ 
tooth, Tom Tom live satellite navigation, 
cruise control a stability control system. 

The GT Line on test picked up rear park¬ 
ing sensors, aluminium sport pedals, Re- 
naultsport styling leather steering wheel 
and seats, 17inch alloy wheels, tinted rear

windows. A leather pack with heated and 
height adjustable seats are an extra £1,250 
but probably worth the money because 
this is a low car and finding the right indi¬ 
vidual seating position takes a little time. 

There’s plenty of space up front, but a 
sloping roofline means rear seat space 
headroom is limited and legroom hard to 
find. But there is a well-shaped and spa¬ 
cious boot which just passes the gold club 
test and is more than capable of carrying 
normal luggage loads. 

There’s a top speed of 118mph but it 
takes the 1.5 diesel 12.1 seconds to reach 
62mph - I expected better. 


But it’s running costs that are this Re¬ 
nault stand out from the crowd with com¬ 
bined fuel figures of over 80 miles to the 
gallon. 

A week’s normal motoring normally 
costs me close on a tank of fuel - the Meg¬ 
ane was still above half full and I was only 
emitting 90g/km of C02 emissions. 

As always Renault put a high value on 
safety and this model comes with front, 
side and curtain airbags as standard and 
front seat airbags which are designed to 
stop you slipping under the seatbelts in a 
crash.

They expect everything done for them, but 
they treated the club badly.”
